Natives Who Had Ar.teiubled on Ihe River 
liana Crowded About the Americans 
With Kxpreuloni of Friend- 
ship— Haga Displayed. 



Manila, May 23. —Col. Kobbc's expe- 
dition up the Uio Grande river met 
with no resistance except at the out- 
skirts of San Luis, where several hun- 
dred Filipinos were intrenched on the 
banks of the stream. The rebels re- 
treated beyond Candaba and the gun- 
boats steamed ahead, alternating their 
(iatling guns upon the banks and drop- 
ping shells wherever uniforms ap- 
peared on the snore. The gunboats

shooters from the trees across 
the river, about a hundred yards 
distant, harrassed the 17lh infantry, 
w hich was marching by fours along 
the narrow wood from which the 
troops were unable to see the enemy. 
The members of one battalion laid on 
their faces in the road for a quarter of 
an hour trying to locate the ri llemen 
and return the fire. Two Americans 
were wounded.

As soon as Maj. Kobbe reached San 
Luis the natives raided the insurgents' 
rice stores. All dny a stream of half- 
naived peo pie emerged from the store- 
house in the manner of ants, rushing 
to their homes with bags of rice on 
their heads. 

On Thursday night a body of rebels 
returned to San Luis and burned part 
of the town. Lieut. Cunningham, 
with a signal corps part}-, engaged in 
running a telegraph line, was camped 
near the place. Maj. Kobbe sent the 
army gunboat Cavadonga there and 
found the party Saturday in the town. 

The B o Grande, since Maj. Kobbe 
started, has been the highway for the 
exodus of the natives and Saturday 
there is a contiguous procession of 
thatched cascoes, white Hags, drifting 
down the river, and containing whole 
families of M to :i0 persons, with their 
household goods and animals on board.
